I n di an 
t V r f m o n y F o r 
Catchi ng . 


The following extraordinary narra­ 
tion 
of facts 
as they occurred, and 
who h, we are informed, were witness­ 
ed and can be testified to by the mem­ 
bers of three households occupying a 
larg house m Bentinck street, Calcutta, 
C so remarkable that it is worth the 
while of any scientist to test them per­ 
sonally, as this can he easily done on 
the occasion of any theft by domestics 
in a house. 
It m ay be added that every servant in 
C a lc u tta is a lively believer in its effi­ 
cacy and, if a thief, at once confesses. 
A Brahman is the worker of these m ar­ 
vel-. He is w ell known 111 Calcutta and 
does not profess to work out his meth­ 
od of theft detection for money, but 
leaves it to those who employ him to 
reward him if they think fit. 
it is said 
that this is readily done, and that he 
makes a good thing out of it. 
A cook in the service of a fam ily in 
the locality alluded to intrusted his 
nephew w ith a large sum of money to 
keep in deposit. 
The nephew alleged 
that he placed the money in an earthen 
pot, which he buried. 
The location of 
the exact, spot was confided to a friend. 
Shortly after this the cbnk was inform ­ 
ed by his nephew that the pot and mon­ 
ey had disappeared. W ith the nephew’s 
< unsent the Brahman was summoned to 
discover the thief, and the following is 
k bare narration of the extraordinary 
procedure 
he 
adopted, 
and 
usually 
adopts in all such cases: 
Accompanied by an aid, he comes to 
the house provided w ith two bamboo 
rods about 16 feet long and an inch and 
a half in diameter. 
He also has w ith 
him a number of fresh peepul leaves, a 
cocoanut, some rice and some verm ilion 
and cowries. 
A fresh earthen dish has 
to be provided by the person who sum­ 
mons him, as w ell as a stool. 
A ll the 
servants in the house are 
summoned, th e y are made to stand in a 
half circle, and their names are w ritten 
¡in each leaf, and these leaves, w ith one 
painted w ith the verm ilion, are placed 
in the dish, which in its turn is placed 
onthe stool. 
Tw o utter strangers are 
then made to hold the bamboo rods, one 
in each hand, opposite each other, with 
their «dhows far behind their hips, so 
that they can have little or no influ­ 
ence in turning or bending the rods. 
Now tone s the strange part of the 
proceedings. 
At th»* Brah m an ’s call of 
each name the bamboo rods in the first 
instance rise together and form a semi­ 
circle above. 
They then bend and, 
forming a sem icircle below, gradually 
come together, pick up the leaf con­ 
taining the name called out and throw 
it out of the dish. This strange process 
is repeated till the name of the thief, as 
alleged, 1* called, when they both seize 
the leaf, lift it up and only disengage 
it at the call of the Brahm an, who en­ 
treats tin- rods to let the leaf go. To all 
appearance tin* two men who hold the 
rods make no effort whatever. 
The tiling is done in such an extraor­ 
dinary fashion as to exceed belief. 
In

C H I N E S E S H O E S . 


T he C o m fo rt an d H e a lth fuln ra a of W oven 
S traw Sandal*. 
“ I m ay seem to be quarreling with 
my bread and butte r ,” said an up town 
chirop odist to one of his best customers 
the other day, “ but in m y humble and 
somewhat p rofessional op inion, the most 
sensible of all men in the m a tte r of foot 
wear is the Chinaman. 
Did you ever 
notice his feet? 
I d o n ’t believe there is 
such a th in g as a co m or a bunion in 
all China. 
Chirop odists would starve 
to death there so f a ^ a s t h e r e q um ' m ^ t i 
of tho lnascuTintT foot 
W hatever the deformities inflicted oil 
the feet of women in C hina may be, f ixe 
men certainly enjoy sound and comfort­ 
able understandings. 
Look at the C h i­ 
nese laundrymen here in Washington. 
They stand at their w ork 
18 hours a 
day. No class of workingm en I know of 
sp end so many hours on their feet as 
they do. 
Yet they never break down 
th e re , and, p hysically, they are a won­ 
derfully healthy race? 
“ Simp le living and freedom from the 
nervous p ursuits of our civilization may 
have something to do w ith it, but 
1 a t ­ 
tribute their exemp tion from foot w eak­ 
ness and disease to the kind of house 
shoe sci universally worn by them. 
1 
have a p air that i have worn for several 
years, and I w o uld n ’t wear anything 
else for genuine indoor comfort. 
They 
are woven of straw and seaweed and 
soled w ith horse hide. 
There is a thb-k 
solo of straw above the leather, and 
through this the air can circulate free­ 
ly, keep ing the muscles of the under 
p art of the foot always cool. The laun 
drvmen, you notice, are usually bare­ 
foot, which is an added advantage in 
the mattei of health fulness. 
There C 
about, as little material in the up p ers as 
is consistent w ith the idea of a shoe, 
and this is just enough to keep tht 
tiling on the foot. 
This up p er, too, is 
woven loosely of se a w ee d , so that the air 
can have access to the foot. 
Nowhert 
does this shoe p inch or in t lit» least de 
gree p ress the foot. 
“ These are the indoor shoes of the 
Chinaman. 
On the street hero in the 
United States nowadays ho wears very 
commonly the leather shoes or boots of 
American manufacture. 
T h at is one of 
the ways 
in which he 
is becoming 
Americanized. 
Hut the outdoor cloth 
shoe of C hina is a great deal worn also. 
That, like the indoor sin e, is very thick 
and soft in the sole, and the foot is 
never p inched or strained by it. 
The 
healthiest footgear ever known p roba­ 
bly was the sandal of the Greeks. 
It 
had no up p er, and, as you will see in 
statuary, the feet of men and women 
were ideally p erfect. 
All tho sandal af- 
forded was a p rotection from the ground. 
‘To him who wears sandals, ’ say the 
Arabs, ‘it is as if the world were shod 
w ith le a th e r.’ 
The Ch in am an seems to 
follow out this motto, and his shoes are 
nearly soles and nothing more. But th« - 
great secret of the excellence of Ins in ­ 
door shoe is the half inch straw sola “ 
— W ashington Star.

Another very curious use of music in 
war is suggested by the word “ p a n ic .” 
The historian Kowhothaia says 
that 
“ all p anic is derivable from the trum- 
p etlike sound, if we m ay trust the d> r 
ivation of the word, w h ich refers tie 
first p anic to the time w hen the g n a t 
god Pan p ut to flight an a rm y by a sud­ 
den sh o ut.” 
M any savages use wild 
snugs and shouts or drum s and horns 
to insp ire terror and to create a p anic 
in the e n e m y ’s ranks. 
So horrible is 
tire sound of this music, both in itself 
and by its bloody ass<x:iations, th a t r 
is said the Sp anish settlers in some 
p arts of South America to this day can 
not hear the aw ful trum p ets of tin In 
dians w ithout being frightened. 
Jt is interesting to note th a t Horner 
rep re -e un d the Trojan» as going to bat 
tie w ith ho w lin g warcries. w hile the 
(1 reeks are silent, and th at Thucydides 
makes Brasilia» say. “ They are cowards 
who think they cun frighten us by their 
loud sh o utings,” thus indicating that 
the more civilized'» "ecks did not res-irt 
to this method of cre ating a p anic. 
Ir 
is believed that one cause of tho defeat 
of the Chinese in their last w a r was 
that they at first relied too m uch ou the 
effect of their w a r songs to frighten 
aw ay f in* Jap anese. 
A m ilitary w rite r says t h a t the d rum 
in tho arm y is used “ esp ecially for in ­ 
sp iring the soldiers un d e r the fatigue 
of m arch or ba ttle .”

p rim itive custom of singing in order to 
facilitate work.

g re a te s t authorities. Field Marshal Lord 
Wolseley, for instance, wrote not long 
ago in the p reface of the “ » Soldier’s 
Song B o o k” t h a t :
